REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
The IDS filed 10/5/01 has been considered. The references therein do not read on nor 
render obvious the claimed invention. The closest prior art reference is Kakehi et. al. 
(See Reference U). The difference between the Kakehi compound and the instantly 
claimed compound is the substitution on the phenyl ring of the compound. In the instant 
compound, one of the phenyl rings is substituted with a S02CH3 group. In the Kakehi 
compound, the one of the phenyl groups is substituted with a nitrile group. At pages 
2055-61, see compound, Benzonitrile, 2-(2-phenylpyrazolo[1,5-a]pyridin-3-yl). 

The prior art reference does not teach nor suggest to one of ordinary skill 
in the art how to modify the prior art compound to derive the instant compound. 
Therefor the claims are allowable therefrom.
